Clear Up Water 


A program to flush all w ater 
mams in Harrisburg will get under 
way either this evening or Thurs­ 
day, Water Superintendent Amos 
Doom revealed today 
After the mains have been flush­ 
ed out the water will clear 
Doom said. 
For several davs the w ater has 
bern discolored, hut water plant 
employees hoped it would clear up 
and that flushing of the mains 
would not Im' necessary as it takes 
approximately a half'm illion gal 
Ions of water to complete the flush­ 
ing 
However, instead of getting bet 
tor the discoloring is getting worse, 
therefore the flushing of the mains 
will start soon 
Doom stated that under normal 
conditions the entire system of wa­ 
ter mains would be flushed at least 
every six months. 
However, due 
to the severe water shortage the 
mains haven t been flushed in more 
than a year. 
"We will start the flushing pro­ 
gram at the plant and work out 
all over the city 
We start at the 
plant so there will always be good 
w'atcr behind us.” Doom said. 
The work will be done at night 
and will require about four nights 
to complete the job.

Smith, pastor of the church, and 
other members had permitted dc 
partures from the doctrine of the 
Disciples of Christ ( C h r i s * i a n 
church). 
The plaintiffs asked the court to 
declare the title to the church and 
parsonage belonged to them to ex 
elusion of the defendants and 383 
other members of the church, 
j 
The plaintiffs have held their 
services in the county courthouse 
at Salem since 1952 when, th o 
charged, a missionary’ society <>l 
J their group was denied use of the 
First Christian church building 
Circuit Judge Jam es E 
Burn­ 
side dismissed the suit Sept. ll 
1953, for lack of equity. 
He said 
"I do not feel there is such a de 
parture as would require or justify 
a court in assuming the right to 
j determine the property belongs to 
either plaintiffs or defendants"

decision 
said that when a church is govern- 
j ed within itself, as is the Christian 
, church, and owns property for use

Lewis Attacks 
Coal Buying 
Policy of TV A 
WASHINGTON (IPI—United Mine 
Workers chief John L. Lewis Tues­ 
day accused the Tennessee Valley 
Authority of using its coal pur­ 
chases to “ beat down small, isolat­ 
ed coal producers to starvation 
wages.” 
Lewis said the TVA is buying 
coal from producers who pay less 
than union wages so it “ might 
make a better showing of its fi­ 
nancial records in competition with 
free enterprise in producing elec­ 
tric power.”

Daniels, 40-year-old merchandis­ 
ing manager for Tatham - Laird 
advertising agency, is listed offi­ 
cially as president. 
But his membership card shows 
him as “an apprentice work barge 
watcher.” 
“Work barges are much more 
fun to watch than land equipment," 
he said. 
“ Ever see one of those 
barge-borne pile-drivers at work? 
Hot darn.” 
The Society of Sidewalk Super 
intendents, he said, was organized 
"mostly for fun” but it also wants 
to "foster the practice of daily 
relaxation among all Americans." 
“ We think everyone should pause
